\ T is __— evident, that there are many

=o time kindled in the breaſts of many, the 
flames whereof, through the manifold ſad 
Y divifions of this our nation , have burſt forth 
Lt (2 | in divers parts of this Land, to the diſhonour 
of Got, the ſcandal of Religion the reproach of our Nation, 

the infultation of our Enemies the hazzard of our Common=- 

- wealth, the waſting of much Chriſtian bloud, the exhauſting 

i of our Treaſure, and the decay of our Trading, which'is the 

1 very life ofthe land wherein we live. ; 
However many other nga! may be ſpeciouſly pr n— 
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and haply are great furtherances thereof, yet one main ground 


whereby theſe manifold diviſions are fomented , new tumults 
daily raiſed , and all parties not reconciled, is the long conti- 
nuance of thoſe faithſull men in their places, whom the Lord 
hath made happy inſtruments , both of getting and enjoying 
all our peace, and who by their indefatigable pains have me* 
riced everlaſting honour from this Nation. 

1 his hath cauſed many of the [Nobility and Gentry , not 
only ſecretly to repine at, but. alſo openly oftimes to oppoſe 
the preſent government , becauſe not only themſelves, but 
their families alſo, ( as they conjecture ) are debarred of that 


honour, which haply ſome of their Anceſtors have enjoyed, . 


The yeomanry alſo, & others of the commonalty are unſatisfied 


becauſe their privileges are not more frequently put in praftiſe 


by new Elections : and the Souldter is not well fatisfied , be- 
cauſe by new inſurreions his dangers are ſtill increaſed , this 
Modell ſeemeth to be no way eyed, and the faithfull friends of 
themſelves and of our Conimon-wealth daily have decrealed. 

Where notwithſtanding, if our Parliament ſhould be annu- 
ally diſſolved, there would be many dangerous tumults in 
new eleRions of the whole Nations; There would be inexperi- 
enced Parliaments of all new eleted members, and thereby an 
overthrowing the not-yet-ſetled foundation of our new-moul- 
ded State, There would be a croſſing of all defignes that 
have hitherto been caried on, ( as that Parliament in Scotland, 


wherein D. Hambletos was made General againſt Eng/ard, ro 


the breach ofthe Union of both Nations, doth yeeld us a ſad 
example; ) There would be likewiſe many dangerous EleRions, 
which could not be ſifted out, much leffe remedied. 

There would be alſo not only fearfull jealouſies, but alſo 
inevitable danger of ſecret plotings at home,and open invaſions 
from abroad, which would heighten our diviſtons, unſettle our 
peace, and deſtroy our trading; + 

That therfore theſe and'the like inconventencies may be pre= 
vented, that the Lord may be more honored, that the ſtream of 


bjoud may be timely ſtopped , that love may be renued, or 
| | there 
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rhere'be no ground for ſecrat plorings againſt the Common- 
wealth ; Parliament; and-Army:; that the Parliament, State, 


- andArmy may be ſtrengthned with the addition of new faithful 


friends , the Land furniſhed with plenty of experienced Stateſ- 
men to make Laws, the Countrey ſupplied with g90d Iluſtices 
to ſee thoſe Laws which chemſelyes have made to be executed, 
that a ſetled peace may be continued, that thereby trading in all 
places may be quickened, that all parties which are nor of cur- 
bulent diſpoſitions may be ſatiſfied,and that all beart-burning 
jealoufies may be worn out, theſe following: Propoſitions are 
humbly propoſed {criouſly to be conſidered of. 


two Shires, or Coumies . that theſe may be reduced 

to eight and forty, by joyning two together of eighr of the 
leaſt Counties in Wales, which according to the twelve 

"-- moneths in the year, four of them might annually have a 
moneth appointed to elet new Members, either according 
to the number of their old Ele&ions,or of ſome new modell. 
Thus there would be no occaſion given for a generall tu- 
mulrc throughout the land, which otherwiſe we might juſtly 
fear would ariſe, either at the diſſolution of the old,or the e- 

- le&ion of the new Parliamentary Members;the whole Com- 
mon-wealth would be in one place or other , in their conti- 
nued exerciſe of their privileges ; theſe new-bred jealouſies _ 
would by degrees be taken away,the Houſe would be always 
full of able members, no fuch ground-for malicious men to 
plot, as otherwiſe there would be;the ficnes of either Mem 
ber would be ſifred  afore heis admitted, and-rhus there 
would be no fear of a new Parliament to croſs the old Par- 


liament proceedings. 


V Hereas Englandand Wales are divided into fifty and

3+ Th,t 14 daysafter the day of EleQion, return be made of 
the new ele&ted Members, where if there be any contro- 
verſie of any illegall EleRtion, or any man be elected that 
bath any way ſerved the Enemy in our late warres, orif it 
be againſt any other a& of Parliament made againſt ſuch an 
Ele&ion , that then fuch an EleRion may be eaſily debated 
and heard, and if by Parlamentary vote it be found blame- 
worthy , that the firſt Tueſday in the next moneth for that 
courſe only , there may be a new Election; whereit a ſecond 
i11-affeed perion be choſen, that then they may chooſe no 
more that year, leſt that the Houſe be otherwiſe troubled 
_= ill Members, or with continuall debates about E- 
ecrions, | 


4+ That no man which hath ſhewed himſelf an enemy to the 
Statein theſe late warres be choſen for the firſt ſeven years, 
unleſs by ſome honourable field-fervice he hath made fatis- 
faRion for his former miſdemeanours , but that they may 
not be quite caſt off, if he ſhew no unfaithfulneſs to the pre- 
_ overnment in that ſeven years ſpace, he may be E- 
lefted, 


5+ That when any new Members be elected for any place , and 
received into the Houſe, the Members which have ſerved 
formerly for that County or place may then be diſmiſſed the 
Houſe with hongur , unleſs he be elected a fecond time, 
provided that none be ele&ed above twice together, for the 
ſame County or Burgeſsfhip. Thus envy and private prudg- 
'ngs in the County will be abated , new friends will be an- 
aualy added to the Parliament, atLdeſerving men may be ho- 


noured by degrees in their County, and the Laws —_ by 
them- 
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themſelyes were enacted in the Houſe, may by themſelves be 
putin execution in the Country. 


6. All Privileged Places and Corporations, eſpecially Sea - 
Towns, which are uſually places ©*con::quence to the 
State, which formerly have bad fieRions, that they may 
have no juſt ground of diſcontent, and that they may have 
fome eſpecial intereſt in ſome Member, whereby in emergent 
occaſions they may be redreſſed,agd yet ti:eRouſe not oyer- 
burdened with Members,that they may bive tome privilege 
correſpondent to their fomer , where ewo ofthe ſmaller 

Townes may be joyned together to cle annually a fit Bur- 

geſs, or elſe to ete& every other turn by courſe,
